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ORIGINATOR’S RECOMMENDATIONS ON HANDLING OF 
TRYSOMIC STOCK SEEDLINGS 


Read Carefully Before Sowing 


Trysomic Stock singles are smaller and weaker than 
the doubles in the seedling stage. Therefore, the practice of sort- 
ing and segregating Trysomic Stock seedlings by size results in a 
division of plants into doubles and singles with but a few border- 
line exceptions. 


Through such sorting 86% of a grower’s flats will be 
of a slightly higher double count than the normal 86% from 
Trysomic Stock seed. 


On the other hand, 14% of the flats will be very 
nearly all singles and of an inferior color range. 


The originator’s recommendations are: 


1: Do not sort Trysomic seediings into flats for size 
but take all plants as they come. 


OR 


2: Discard the weaker smaller plants. Approximately 
14% of the plants from a sowing of Trysomic Stock are smaller, 
weaker and single. 


Trysomic Stock seed, as delivered by the originator, is 
a superior quality product tested thoroughly and proven over 
many years before introduction, only incorrect handling can 
cause inferior results. 


If a grower has practiced segregation of Trysomic 
Stock seedlings by size, about 14% of his customers certainly 
will have received an inferior product but 86% will have received 
superior plants constituting in itself a sizeable repeat business 
market.
